FIRST SOUGHT BY U. S, 


Lawrence (Mass.) Firm Accused ot 
Paying Less Than Minimum 
and Falsifying Records,

BOSTON, Feb. 23.—Returning the 
first indictment ever sought by the 
Federal Government for violation 
of the Wage-Hour Act, a grand jury 
today charged a Lawrence firm 
with paying employes less than the 
minimum wage and falsifying and 
failing to keep required records 
while shipping goods interstate. 

The indictment was _ returned 
against Brown’s Contract Stitching, 
Inc., employing 300, and its treas- 
urer and general manager, Nathan 
Brown. The firm is engaged in the 
fitting and stitching of shoes on 
contract for shoe manufacturers in 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire and 
Maine, 

The indictments charged the de- 
fendants paid less than 25 cents an 
hour, that they induced employes 
to falsify time cards and instructed 
them to take work home without 
reporting the hours worked.

Gov. Lloyd C. Stark, in a Wash- 
ington’s birthday speech before the 
Sons of the Revolution last night, 
called for “a Continental army of 
honest citizens” to combat crime 
in Missouri. He addressed the St. 
Louis Chapter of the patriotic or- 
ganization, at its annual dinner at 
Hotel Chase, 

The Governor said that the people 
of Missouri “saved their freedom 
last August,” a reference to the pri- 
mary in which Judge James M. 


Douglas was nominated for the Su- 
preme Court with Gov. Stark’s sup- 
port, over a candidate supported by 
Boss Tom Pendergast of Kansas 
City. Judge Douglas was at the 
dinner. 

“I have no desire to assume the 
role of a crusader or a reformer,” 
the Governor said, “but I would be 
violating my oath of office if I 
closed my eyes to conditions now 
existing in some communities of

“Most of you know the conditions 
to which I refer. They are the 
result of a political system under 


oe 


ment. n | 

Results of the System. 
“Under this system, @ despotic 
organization has condoned crooked 
elections, disfranchised honest citi- 
zens in many counties in our 
State and dictated the selection of 
public officials by fraudulent elec- 
tions. 
“Under this system commercial- 
ized gambling on a grand scale 
came into being, fleecing the work- 
ing man of his hard-earned wages 
and putting into the pockets of the 
racketeers millions of dollars that 
should have gone for food, clothing 
and other legitimate needs. 
“Under this system, too, crooks 
and thugs and criminals were al- 
lowed to murder and to ply their 
unlawful activities while the State 
and local officials, charged with 
law enforcement, snapped their 
fingers and closed their eyes. Only 
the Federal authorities intervened 
to stop them. 

“Murderers, thugs, thieves, elec- 
tion crooks, plug-uglies of every 
description either escaped State 
punishment entirely or took as 
light a reprimand as it was possi- 
me to give—and went their way to 
do the same thing over and over 
again. 

Kansas City’s Gargotta Case. 

“A notorious criminal (Charles 
Gargotta of Kansas City), who 
attempted to murder a Sheriff, was 
never brought to trial. Caught red- 
handed in the act of committing 
his crime, his case was continued 
27 times and finally dismissed en- 
tirely by the very official elected 
and sworn to protect the rights of 
the people. 

“These conditions result from a 
break-down in law enforcement 
and, if continued, will eventually 
destroy our democratic form of 
government. 

“Furthermore, I would consider 
that I have betrayed the confidence 
of the respectable citizens of this 
State if I did not use every power 
of the office of Governor to break 
up the organized gangs of crimi- 
nals which are now preying upon 
our honest and decent citizens. 

“Again I say to you that the 
courage of honest citizens who 
want democratic government to 
survive is just as important in this 
‘war on crime’ as the courage and 
power of public officials. You 
have had a recent demonstration 
of the truth of this statement right 
here in St. Louis. 

“No measure of reward is too 
great to bestow upon Louis Lee 
Baker for the part he played in 
convicting a criminal in the Circuit 
Court in St. Louis. If we had 
more of his type, we would have 
less crime. 

“It is a travesty on justice that, 
although supposedly a free man, 
Baker is virtually a prisoner to 
prevent his being murdered while 
the attempted murderer and the 
convicted bombing racketeer still 
enjoy their liberty. 

Duty of Citizens. 

“I recognize it is one thing to 
apprehend a criminal and quite an- 
other thing to put him behind 
prison bars. No matter how efficient 
the police of any community may 
be, the efficacy of any drive against 
criminals depends as well upon the

BILL INTRODUCED 


Measure Gives Congress 
*Veto’ Power and Limits 
President’s Authority to 
Revamp Agencies.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—Repre- 
sentatives John J. Cochran of St. 
Louis and Lindsay C. Warren of 
North Carolina, spokesmen in the 
House for the administration’s re- 
organization plans, explained to re- 
porters today the bill introduced 
this afternoon to authorize Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to consolidate, re- 
duce or abolish agencies in the ex- 
écutive department, 

The new bill is « distinct modi- 
fication of the President’s original 
request two years ago for sweeping 
authority to reorganize the execu- 


tive agencies and many independ- 
ent establishments in the interest 
of efficiency and budgetary con- 
trol, Although the House and Sen- 
ate each passed separate reorgan- 
ization bills, the parliamentary sit- 
uation was such that opponents of 
the President and reorganization 
were able to kill the measure in 
tie House last April by.a vote of 
204 to 196. This was a major ad 
ministration defeat. 

As explained today by Repre- 
sentative Cochran, the hew bill 
gives the President limited author- 
ity to reorganize the executive ugen- 
cies, but excludes nearly all of the 
important independent offices, such 
as the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, the General Accounting Office 
and the Veterans’ Administration. 

Congress’ “Veto” Power. 

It also provides for a congres- 
sonal “veto” by majority vote of 
any reorganization plan within 60 
days after its announcement, and 
authorizes the President to appoint 
six administrative assistants 
among whose qualifications the 
President demanded in his original 
report should be a “passion for 
anonymity.” The bill does not pro- 
vide for the creation of the new 
Department of Welfare, an innova- 
tion included in the bills passed 
and then rejected in the last Con- 
gress. 

Under the reorganization title in 
the new bill the President is author- 
ized to determine what changes are 
necessary in the executive branch 
to reduce expenditures and increase 
efficiency. He is requested to in- 
form Congress the amount of money 
estimated to be saved. There is no 
limit to the number of plans he may 
submit or the number of reorgani- 
zations which may be contained in 
a single plan. 

Among the independent agencies 
exempted from presidential reor- 
ganization, the drafters of the bill 
include those offices which had the 
staunchest defenders during the de- 
bates last session. The excluded 
organizations are Civil Service Com- 
mission, Coast Guard, Army Engi- 
neer Corps, Communications Com- 
mission, Power Commission, Trade 
Commission, General Accounting 
Office, Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, National Bituminous Coal 
Commission, National Labor Rela- 
tions Board, Securities and Ex- 
change Commission, Board of Tax 
Appeals, United States Employes’ 
Compensation Commission, Mari- 
time Commission, Tariff Commis- 
sion and the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion, 

May Propose Transfers. 

In these agencies, however, the 
President can propose transfers of 
agencies and functions to them but 
cannot provide for reorganization 
within them or the transfer of any 
agency or function away from 
them. 

A further limitation is placed on 
the President by prohibiting the 
abolition or establishing of any ex- 
ecutive department or transferring 
all the functions of or changing the 
name of an executive department. 

The bill stipulates that the reor- 
ganizations which the President 
specifies become effective at the 
end of 60 days after the plan is 
submitted to Congress. If, how- 
ever, a concurrent resolution of the 
two houses is passed within the 60- 
day period, declaring that Congress 
does not favor the plan, the reor- 
ganization cannot take effect. Such 
a resolution must relate to a whole 
plan; it cannot disapprove a par- 
ticular transfer or abolition, or class 
of reorganizations. If Congress 
should adjourn sine die prior to the 
expiration of the 60 days a new 60-

NAVAL AIR BASE BILL AFTER 
VOTING DOWN GUAM PROJECT 


ISLAND PROPOSAL 
BEATENIN BITTER

Ballot on Far-Away Pacific 
Item Follows Three 
Days of Debate and Last 
Minute Drive for It by 
Leaders. 


MEASURE PART OF 
DEFENSE PROGRAM 


Washington Congressman 
Had Declared Backdown 
on Guam Would Be Her- 
alded by Japan as Due to 
U. S. Fear of Protest. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 23. — The 
House passed and sent to the Sen- 
ate today a $48,800,000 naval air 
base bill after rejecting the contro- 
versial proposal! to establish a base 


for navy scouting planes in the far 
away Pacific Island of Guam. 

Final passage of the measure, an 
integral part of President Roose- 
velt’s emergency defense program, 
came after the House had con- 
firmed by a roll-call vote of 205 to 
168 an earlier vote to eliminate the 
$5,000,000 Guam project. 

Final passage was on a standing 
vote of 368 to 4. 


After three days of debate on 
the Guam project, the House adopt- 
ed, by a teller vote of 193 to 164, an 
amendment by Representative Sut- 
phin (Dem.), New Jersey, to strike 
the Guam item from the naval 
bill, which then called for a total 
outlay of $53,800,000. 

The vote came after the House 
leadership had made a desperate 
last-minute attempt to head off the 
bi-partisan drive against the proj- 
ect. 

Before the vote on the amend- 
ment Majority Leader Rayburn 
(Dem.), Texas, descended to the 
well of the chamber and declared 
solemnly the United States “wants 
no war with anyone” and does not 
“covet a foot of land that belongs 
to anybody else.’ 

Debate on Proposal. 

Representative Magnuson (Dem.), 
Washington, told the House that, 
if the United States backed down 
‘on naval improvements on Guam, 
\Japan would “herald throughout 
\the Far East” that this country 
iwas “afraid even to dredge a har- 
|bor” for fear the Japanese Govern- 
ment would protest. 

Since 1926, Magnuson declared, 
Japan has fortified the entire 
length of the Kurile Islands—only 
682 miles from the tip of the Amer- 
ican-owned Aleutian Islands and 
only 1120 miles from Kodiak, Alas- 
ka, where an $8,000,000 air base 
would be established under the cur- 
rent defense program. 

Sutphin said he believed in “makx- 
ing America impregnable to attacks 
by any nation,” but that he could 
see no reason in the world for ex- 
tending the line of defense 6000 
miles into the Pacific. 

“What do you suppose we would 
\think,” he asked, “if Great Britain 
‘undertook to fortify Bermuda to- 
day? Would we consider it an 
overt act or a hostile act?”

HINES JUDGE REFUSES 
70 RULE OUT EVIDENCE 


Arguments Begin After Court 
Rejects Plea to Dismiss 
Racket Indictment. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—The jury 
that for five weeks has heard prose- 
cution evidence accusing James J. 
Hines, Tammany district leader, of 
protecting the gangster-controlled 
numbers racket, listened today to 
arguments in the case after the 
court had denied several defense 
motions for expunging of testimony 
and dismissal of the indictment. 

Judge Charles C, Nott Jr. denied 
several defense motions that would 
have expunged the testimony ~ of 
many witnesses from the record, 
and explained to the panel he had 
denied the motions only on the law 
—that it was the jury’s duty to de- 
cide the case on its merits. 

Immediately Lloyd Paul Stryker, 
chief of Hines’ counsel, began sum- 
mation—an oration he previously 
had said would take the entire day. 
Weinberg an “Experienced Liar.” 

Stryker’s opening dealt with the 
testimony of George Weinberg, Gov- 
ernment witness who killed him- 
self two days before he was to tes- 
tify in this, Hines’ second trial. The 
testimony he gave in the first trial 
Was read to the jury. 

“He was an unqualified, conscience- 
less, experienced liar,” Stryker 
told the jury, “ a witness who had 
never taken the stand without com- 
mitting willful, deliberate perjury.” 

It was Weinberg who linked 
Hines with the policy gang con- 
trolled by Arthur (Dutch Schultz) 
Flegenheimer, murdered gangster 
who, the State alleges, paid Hines 
from $500 to $1000 weekly to pro- 
tect the numbers racket. 

“There have been many lies in 
this case,” Stryker said, “but none 
like this crook’s,” 

Defense Motions Overruled. 

Before Stryker began his summa- 
tion, Judge Nott ruled out motions 
by the defense to dismiss the in- 
dictment; to strike out the testi- 
mony of John F. Curry, former 
Tammany leader, who told of police 
transfers upon the behest of Hines : 
the testimony of Julius Williams, 
Negro, who recanted his grand jury 
testimony that he was placed on 
the gang’s payroll on Hines’ rec- 
ommendation; and to dismiss the 
conspiracy count on the ground 
that the statute of limitations had 
run out on it. 

“There is no doubt that there {s 
conflicting evidence on the conspi- 
racy,” Judge Nott said. “TI shall 
leave that question to the jury.” 

Hines Does Not Testify. 

Without calling Hines to the 
stand, the defense abruptly rested 
in mid-afternoon yesterday, and 
ty prosecution followed suit short- 
y. 

Hines did not testify in the first 
trial—which ended in a mistrial 
last fall because District Attorney 
Dewey asked a question which the 
presiding Judge, Ferdinand Pecora, 
held fatally prejudicial to the de- 
fense—but he had been expected to 
do so this time.

SENATE VOTES TO CONTINUE 
EXPORT-IMPORT BANK TO 1941 


Measure, Providing Like Action on 
Commodity Credit Corporation, 
Now Goes to Conference. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23. — The 
Senate passed today a House-ap- 
proved bill to continue from next 
June 30 to June 30, 1941, the or- 
erations of the Export-Import Bank 
and the Commodity Credit Corpo- 
ration. The measure goes back to 
the House for concurrence in a 
minor Senate amendment. 

Some Republicans had objected 
to continuation of the Export-Im- 
port Bank on the ground that its 
authority to advance loans to for- 
eign countries might be used as an 
instrument of foreign policy. Loans 
to China and Mexico, already ap- 
proved, were criticised. 

The extension measure increases 
from $500,000,000 to $900,000,000 the 
borrowing authority of the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation. It lim- 
its loans by the Export-Import 
Bank to a total of $100,000,000.

PLANS EANTAST 


Townsertid Proposal Is 
Visionary. 


By the Press. 
Ww GTON, Feb. 23.—The 


president of Brookings Institution 
and a professor of economics con- 
demned today what they called 
“visionary schemes” to create old 
age pensions “out of thin air.” | 

They appeared before the House) 
Ways and Means Committee which 
has been urged to substitute the 
Townsend Old Age Pension Plan 
and the General Welfare Pension 
plan for the existing Social Secur- 
ity system. 

Dr. Harold G. Moulton, president 
of Brookings, a private research 
agency, testified these plans in their 


original form would call for an 
outlay of $20,000,000,000 to $24,000,- 
000,000 a year and were “obviously 
fantastic.” 

“Why Not $500 Plan.” 

Willford I. King, professor of eco- 
nomics at New York University, 
told the committee: 

“Since, dbviously no one wishes 
to be taxed to pay the cost of the 
annuities promised to the elderly, 
most of the proponents of pension 
plans have conveyed the impres- 
sion that these plans will cost no 
one anything, since all the money 
required for payment is to be con- 
jured up through some kind of 
legerdemain which will automati- 
cally increase purchasing power. 

“They fail, however, to explain 
why, if such magic can be made 
to work, the pensions proposed are 
limited to such modest sums. , In- 
stead of promising $30 every Thurs- 
day to all over 60, why do they 
not make it $500 every Friday to 

1 over 40? 

“T believe I am not going too far 
when I say that economists gen- 
erally look upon all such plans for 
granting large pensions without 
cost to the public as being in the 
same class with schemes for be- 
coming rich by finding the pot of 
gold at the end of the rainbow.” 

Moulton said the Townsend and 
general welfare bills now pending 
before the committee ere more 
modest than the original proposals. 
The Townsend plan now contem- 
plates paying up to $200 a month to 
persons over 60 from proceeds of a 
2 per cent transactions tax. The 
general welfare measure calls for 
a 2 per cent gross income tax to 
finance minimum monthly pay- 
ments of $30 and maximum pay- 
ments of 60 to those over 60, 

$30 a Month Doubtful. 

It is doubtful, Moulton testified, 
whether on the basis of present na- 
tional income, a transaction tax 
would yield 10,000,000 old persons 
more than $30 a month. 

Temporarily, Moulton testified, 
the pension plan would stimulate 
retail trade, but, on the other hand, 
it would take money away from 
someone. 

He said the old people still had 
hopes of $200 a month, which would 
mean payment of $24,000,000,000 a 
year to 10,000,000 individuals. 

“It is absolutely fantastic on the 
face of it,” he asserted. 

Under questioning by committee 
members, Moulton said the pension 
proposals would put American trade 
at a disadvantage with foreign 
competition, increase the volume of 
unemployment, tend to raise prices 
and lead in the direction of infla- 
tion. 

Dr. Albert G. Hart, Chicago Uni- 
versity professor of economics, told 
the committee the Townsend Plan 
was “essentially a perpetual motion 
scheme in the field of money.” 

He said it was an “optical illusion

Halifax Tells House of Lords Neither Nation 
Has Shown Any Desire to Have 
Chamberlain Act. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Feb, 23. — Viscount 
Halifax, Foreign Secretary, told 
the House of Lords today that 
neither the French nor Italian Gov- 
ernments had shown a desire for 
“third party mediation” in their 


dispute over colonial possessions. 

He said no such move could be 
undertaken “unless and until both 
parties desire it.” 

The Italian Government, Lord 
Halifax said, had not yet formally 
indicated “what they think the 
precise points of difference are be- 
tween themselves and France.” 

He said: 

“In one sehse it is a case that 
whatever might be the Italo-French 
differerices they do not primarily 
—and I emphasize the word pri- 
marily—concern this country. 

‘ Relations With Both. 

“But in another sense, they con- 
cern it immediately and closely be- 
cause we have relations with 
France and we also are giad to 
have repaired our relations with 
Italy and are anxious to maintain 
them on a basis of as complete 
cordiality as we can.” 

The Foreign Secretary said Brit- 
ish-French solidarity had no res- 
ervations, 

“It would be a profound error,” 
he told the Peers, “to suppose that 
any mental] reservation of any kind 
accompanied the Prime Minister's 
words of solidarity with France.” 

No Menace to Third Power. 

His reference was to Chamber- 
lain’s recent declaration that the 
resources of both countries were 
at the disposal of the other if ever 
their vital interests were endan- 
gered. 

Lord Halifax, at the same time, 
gave assurances that the under- 
standings “does not, and has never 
been intended to constitute any 
menace of any sort to any third 
Power.”

John Prosperito, who was to 
have been the State’s chief witness 
against Leo Brothers, former or- 
ganizer for the Service Car Driv- 
ers’ Union, charged with the mur- 
der, 10 years ago, of John de Biasi, 
a service car driver, has changed 
his story and told a Post-Dispatch 


inquest that Brothers shot de Blasi. 
Prosperito is the man who was 
found by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
on Feb. 8 in the employ of the Ca- 
tanzaro Fruit and Produce Co., 810 
North Fourth street, whose presi- 
dent, Phil Catanzaro Sr., is a cousin 
of Lawrence (Camie) Catanzaro, a 
chauffeurs’ union business agent 
and close associate of Timothy R. 
(Ted) Cronin and the clique domi- 
nating the service car business. 


His Previous Statement. 


In disclosing the strange cir- 
cumstances of the witness Pros- 
perito working for a relative of a 
man who was actively engaged in 
the organization work of the Serv- 
ice Car Drivers’ Union at the time 
De Blasi was killed, the Post-Dis- 
patch asked Prosperito to repeat 
his eye-witness story of the murder. 
This he refused to do, but he did 
tell the reporter that he had in- 
formed the Circuit Attorney he 
would be willing to testify against 
Brothers, that he could still identi- 
fy the former service car organizer 
as the killer and that he remem- 
bered all the details of the murder 
scene. 

“I might explode on the stand 
and give him the works,” Prosperito 
added boastfully.

STRIKES END AT TWO 
DETROIT AUTO PLANTS 


CIO Faction of UAW Sent 
Back to Plymouth Jobs 
Pending NLRB Election.

DETROIT, Feb. 23. — United 
Automobile Workers’ jurisdictional 
strikes in the Plymouth and Briggs 
body plants, which made more than 
23,000 workers idle last night, end- 
ed today. 

R. J. Thomas, recognized by the 
CIO as acting president of the 
UAW, announced that “We are ask- 
ing all Plymouth employes to go 
back to work pending an election 
under the National Labor Relations 
Board setup.” 

As a result of this action, a “sym- 
pathy strike” which today affect- 
ed 7100 Briggs workers employed 
in producing Plymouth bodies, 
likewise ended. 


United Automobile Workers mem- 
bers who drive body trucks refused 
to deliver Briggs bodies to Ply- 
mouth. 

The Briggs management said 
workers in its plant refused to stop 
work, but that closing of the plant 
was ordered when the drivers 
struck, 

The Briggs strike was ordered 
when the drivers reported that the 
bodies delivered to Plymouth were 
being unloaded by supporters of 
Homer Martin’s faction in the 
UAW, 

The walkout was called yesterday 7 
noon by the CIO faction of the 


United Auto Workers. Martin, lead- 


followers to stay on the job. He 
described the incident as a “wild- 
cat strike.” 

The walkout resulted from the 
fight that has been waged within 
the UAW Plymouth Local 51 for 
control since the union split into 
two factions.

The Japanese explained they re- 
frained from seeing Yarnell and 
Fegan yesterday because it was 
Washington's birthday, an Ameri- 
can holiday. 

The Japanese have declined to 
make public the exact nature of 
their requests. Unofficially it was 
indicated these were merely a re- 
newal of approaches made late last 
year for increased Japanese partic- 
ipation in the Settlement police 
force, now British controlled. 

The Japanese-sponsored govern- 
ment at Nanking, which controls 
the local government in Shanghai, 
xclusive of foreign controlled areas, 
was reported to lave instituted a 
plan to pay death benefits to the 
families of Chinese assassinated for 
pro-Japanism. 

The Chinese press said the family 
of Tcheng Loh (Chen La), Foreign 
Minister of the Nanking Govern- 
ment, was to receive 100,000 Chinese 
dollars ($15,700). Tcheng was shot 
to death in his home here Sunday 
by Chinese gunmen. 

Death Benefits to Families. 
The Chinese press said henceforth

Japanese and members of the 
Japanese - dominated government 
were hopeful that the insurance 
echeme would counteract fears of 
assassination sufficiently to enable 
them to continue to recruit of- 
ficials.

The proposals, it was said, would 
include “strengthening of the So- 
viet Far Eastern forces, especially 
along the border of Manchoukuo, 
and mobilization of Outer Mongo- 
lian troops.” The Ambassador is 
Ivan Orelsky. 

Chinese military quarters said the 
Japanese now had nine army di- 
visions and 40 planes in Shansi 
Province in the drive to wipe out 
Chinese guerrillas who have been 
harassing Japanese garrisons and 
communications for more than a 
year. 


Japanese Bulld Electrified Fence 

Around Tientsin Concessions.

TIETSIN, Feb. 23. — The Japa- 
nese are building an _ electrified 
fence around -Tietsin's foreign con- 
cessions—Japanese, Italian, British 
and French—and have urged the 
British and French to take drastic 
action against Communistic ele- 
ments.

Heads of city departments have 
requested appropriations totaling 


$22,426,915 for the fiscal year 1939- 
40, the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment was informed today by 


Budget Director Arthur C, Mey- 
ers. The total is $1,513,832 more 
than the city’s estimated expendi- 
tures for the fiscal year 1938-39, 
which will end April 10.

A pow- 
erful opposition from the states has 
developed and majority leaders ap- 
parently fear that it will be diffi- 
cult or impossible to put over this 
legislation that was recommended 
by President Roosevelt. 


No Neutrality Action. 

The cash-and-carry provisions of 
the neutrality law expire in May, 
but no steps have been taken to 
bring this hotly controverted issue 
before the Senate. Although Chair- 
man Pittman of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, announced some 
weeks ago that he would name a 
special group to study the law, no 
action had been taken. 

While the isolationist critics of 
the Roosevelt policy of giving aid 
to the democracies seem to have 
subsided, a prolonged debate on 
foreign policy is probable. It may 
be touched off when the Senate 
finally gets down to consideration 
of national defense measures. 

With’ respect to appointments, 
there is no indication that Senator 
Johnson (Dem.), Colorado, plans to 
get his subcommittee together this 
week for a vote an the nomination 
of Thomas R. Amlie to be a mem- 

,ber of the Interstate Commerce 
Commissjon. 

The report is that Johnson him- 
self is becoming increasingly doubt- 
ful of the Amlie appointment and 
the committee vote may finally go 
against Amlie. Meanwhile he ap- 
parently is putting off the day 
when he must make up his mind. 

Harrison Hasn't Forgotten. 

Barkley has no assurance that 
his majority will go along with him 
on any of the controversial issues 
still to be faced.

NEW YORK, Feb. 22—A new 
test for mental ability that upsets 
present scientific evidence of a de- 
crease in brain power after the age 
of 21 was reported to the American 
Orthopsychiatric Association here 
today. 


Irving Lorge of*Teachers’ Col- 
lege, Columbia University, said the 


Army Alpha test of intelligence, 
which has shown that mental pow- 
er decreases with every decade 
after 21, could just as well prove 
brain power highest at two other 
periods of life. These are around 
40 and again near 60. 

He concluded that much longer 
studies of mental abilities were 
needed before the question could 
be settled. 

He said the army test that gave 
first place to 21 did not consider 
some important facts about older 
persons and their points of view. 
These include the evidence that 
more mature minds may work more 
slowly than at 21, yet with no loss 
of power; that their test scores may 
be lowered by long remoteness from 
attending school; and that their 


motives for mental work may be 
different. 

If such facts were considered, 
Lorge said, the Army Alpha test 
would show, on a point rating scale, 
19 to 21 scoring 101, the ages up to 
40 dropping under 100, 40-44 rising 
to 109.8, dropping again toward 
50, but staying above 100, then ris- 
ing to 107.9 from 55 to 59. 

He suggested that the falling off 
between 21 and 40 was probably 
not real.

Elec- 
tion officials would be barred | 
giving him the ballot of any other 
party. 

Election authorities would be re- 
quired to furnish precinct election 
officials copies of the registration 
records for each precinct, showing 
the party affiliations of persons re- 


siding in the precinct. 

A voter who desired to cross 
lines would have to make up 
mind well in advance of the 
primary election, as the bill re- 
quires any persons desiring to 
change his party affiliation, for the 
purpose of voting in a primary elec- 
tion, to file an affidavit to that ef- 
fect with the county clerk or other 
local election officials, 60 days in 

advance of the primary.

Balkan Entente Tacitly Accepts 


German Economic Domination 


Four States Chiefly Concerned With Main- 
taining Territorial Integrity—Bulgaria, 
Hungary Also in Hitler Column.

NEW YORK, Feo. 23. — The 
states of the Balkan Entente have 


met again to see what they should 
or could do about the economic 
domination which Nazi Leader Hit- 
ler has imposed over their part of 
the world since his Czecho-Slovak 
coup—and they have in effect 
wound up by signing for another 
season under his management. 
Simultaneously the new Hun- 
garian Government announced that 
it “agrees with the peaceful aims 
of the Rome-Berlin axis.” 

This comprises a clean sweep of 
all the countries from Central 
Europe right through Turkey, for 
Hitler already had Bulgaria signed. 

That there were mental protests 
and reservations in numerous in- 
stances is well known. The Balkans 
don’t take kindly to intrusion on 
their liberties. However, their 
tacit recognition of Hitler’s control 
was a real and  highly-important 
triumph for him. 

Four Countries in Entente. 
The Balkan Entente is com- 
posed of Yugoslavia, Rumania, 
Turkey and Greece — as hardy a 
group as one would be likely to 
find. Bulgaria is a holdout, and 
for reasons easy to understand. 
Yugoslavia, Rumania and Greece 
are fat from territories taken from 
Bulgaria at the end of the world 
war, in which Czar Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria backed Germany. The 
Balkan Entente was formed chiefly 
to maintain the territorial status 
quo, which was a polite way of 
ganging up on Bulgaria in-so-far 
as concerned the disputed terri- 
tories, Bulgaria declined to join 
the Entente until she got territorial 
revisions. That brings history up 
to the present. 

The representatives of the En- 
tente met at Bucharest and consid- 
ered the whole position in the light 
of Hitler’s politico-economic drive 
through the Balkans. Sc far as 
has appeared, the deliberations 


were not hostile to Germany, but 

rather were directed towards pro- 

tecting the sovereignties of the 

members and maintaining peace. 
An “Identity of Views.” 

The meeting terminated with an 
announcement that there was an 
“identity of views” on all interna- 
tional questions affecting the Balk- 
ans. There has been nothing to in- 
dicate that Hitler’s position in that 
region has been seriously chal- 
lenged. This means much to him, 
as he is placing great dependence 
on the Balkans to furnish products 
which will go far towards makin, 
Germany self-sufficient. 

Bulgaria declined to participate 
in the conference unless she got 
those territoria] adjustments. How- 
ever, in July of last year Bulgaria 
did sign a non-aggression pact with 
the members of the entente, which 
placed the territorial dispute theo- 
retically in the category of one to 
be settled by peaceful discussion. 

As a matter of fact, I understood 
when I was in the Balkans in No- 
vember that Bulgaria was hoping 
Germany would force an adjust- 
ment of some territorial claims, par- 
ticularly as regards Macedonia, 
which Bulgaria wants from Greece 
and Yugoslavia. Some Balkan 
statesmen and observers were in- 
clined to the belief that the other 
Balkan states might make Bulgaria 
concessions to secure unity in the 
face of the German drive. That pot 
is still on the fire. 

Balkans Becoming Restless. 

Recently there have been many 
indications that the Balkans were 
increasingly restless under the Ger- 
man restraint. The outcome of the 
Balkan entente meeting therefore 
was watched with particular inter- 
est. 

Actually the situation on the face 
of it is little altered from what it 
has been. Hitler still is the domi- 
nating influence in Centra] Eu- 
rope and the Balkans. The efforts 
of Britain and France to win back 
influence they lost through the 
dismemberment of Czecho-Slovakia 
have shown little fruit thus far. 


CONTINUED LIBERALISM 


#2 URGED BY RH. JAGKSON 


Solicitor-General Says Demo- 
crats Will Be Beaten if They 
Turn Conservative.

TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 23.—Liber- 
alism as administered by the New 
Deal is the only course open to 
the Democratic party if it is to 
succeed in 1940, Robert H. Jackson, 
United States Solicitor-General, told 
Kansas Democrats at their annual 
Washington day dinner last night. 

Talking of intra-party division, 
Jackson asserted “the Democratic 
party will either be a liberal party 
or a minority party.” 

Declaring the party “is now 

camped at its Valley Forge,” he 
said that “if Democrats join Re- 
publicans in helping turn the peo- 
ple against the New Deal, they will 
find that they also have turned 
them against the Democratic party 
and are authors of a ruin in which 
they will have to share.” 
“We are hardly doing ourselves 
justice if we split over the kind of 
issues that seem to be causing most 
of the trouble,” he said. 

He appealed to the Democrats to 
“take to heart the plain lesson that 
when the people are in the mood 
for reactionary Government they 
never stop with ‘conservative’ Dem- 
ocrats.” 

Reactionary Government. 


“They turn clear over to the Re- 


lpublican party,” he said. “Its rec- 


ord, its leadership and its financial 
backing give a guarantee that it 
will deliver reactionary Govern- 
ment. 

“The plain lesson of history is 
that when the country wants re- 
action it will take it from Repub- 
licans who are experts in reaction- 
ism, and when it wants liberalism, 
and only then, will it turn to the 
Democrats.” 

Jackson defined the party divi- 
sion as whether it should be “com- 
pletely liberal,” or “completely con- 
Many Democrats, he 
said, “recognize that a realignment 
may mean defeat in 1940.” 

Jackson said it would be “idle 
to deny disputes within our party,” 
and “many of these time-wasting 
fights are over issues that, what- 
ever their merits, are of secondary 
importance both to the country and 
even to those involved.” 

He described as the greatest dan- 
ger to the party a “growing public 
suspicion that its leaders have be- 
come so divided and distracted with 
personal and local politics that it 
does not have capacity to agree 
on policies to turn the Govern- 
ment...” 

Effort to Deliver. 

Jackson asserted the President's 
“effort to deliver on his 
promise is fully in keeping not only 


cratic tradition, but also in keep- 
ing with the only policy on which 
the party has been able to win 
since the Civil War.” 

The Democratic party, Jackson 


said, must aceept the national lead-

ership of the President or have, at, 


‘best, “only the leadership of a co- 
alition of local leaders.” 

“We know there is no cohesive, 
intelligent or harmdnious policy 
possible from the Republican party.

Its 
leaders agree upon nothing except 
opposition to the Democrats. It 
has no recognized leadership and 
none can tell who would be most 
influential in its counsels... . 
These are times when the whole 
structure and philosophy of Demo- 
cratic government is under ques- 
tion, when free government is un- 
dermined by Communists on the 
left and overwhelmed by Fascists 
on the right. If in the presence 
of this our own party fails, there 
is no ground for believing the Re- 
publicans can succeed... .” 

The party’s duty, Jackson sug- 
gested, “is not what to do about 
a third term.” 

“Our real time of trial is not 
1940—it is now. It is today that 
the record is being made that will 
decide our tomorrow.”

Fletcher told the committee that 
the group he represented viewed 
with disfavor a section of the 
pending Lea tarnsportation bill pro- 
viding, among other things, for a 
transportation administrator. 

Such an official, Fletcher assert- 
ed, “would be useless even if he 
were as wise as Solomon, as harm- 
less aS a dove and as consecrated 
as George Washington.” 

In that connection, he said Jo- 
seph B. Eastman, former Federal 
co-ordinator of transportation, was 
“efficient and conscientious.” East- 
man tackled an impossible job, 
Fletcher added, “in being expected 
to out and tell the railroads where 
they could save money.” 

“In nearly every case his sugges- 
tions had to be set aside by the 
railroads as impractical,” he said.

Dr. Kane Replies. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OUR recent editorial entitled, “Dr. 
Kane and Bishop Scarlett,” and the 
heading given a letter in this column, 
“Deplores Intolerant Attack on Bishop,” 
demand an answer. 

No one in St. Louis hates bigotry more 
than I do, and no one is devoting more 
time fighting it than I am. I ask you 
to publish this answer to your recent 
editorial reference to me in connection 
with my exposure of the danger of so- 
called pink organizations. These organ- 
izations have been condemned not only 
by me, but by the hierarchy of the 
Catholic Church, by the American Le 
gion, by the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, by the Fisk, Lusk and Dies 
committees and by patriotic groups gen- 
erally. 

While I claim the right to condemn 
any theory or system which I think is 
false or dangerous, I do not claim the 
right to condemn any individual who 
holds an opinion at variance with mine. 

My policy in this matter does not dif- 
fer radically from the professed policy 
of the Post-Dispatch itself. All tolerance 

is not good and all intolerance is not 
bad. Allow me to illustrate this point. 

Hardly an edition of your paper ap- 
pears without some evidence on your 
own part of the intolerance of your pa- 
per for what it thinks is wrong. For 
instance, you do not tolerate and, there- 
fore, you condemn, ballot-box stuffing 
and crooked election boards. You do 
not tolerate policies of the President, the 
Mayor, the Circuit Attorney and other 
public officers when you think their pol- 
icles are opposed to public interest. You 
have not tolerated and, therefore, have 
condemned findings of grand juries, de- 
cisions of Judges and verdicts of juries 
with *which your paper does not agree. 
Moreover, in addition to condemning the 
decisions, you frequently condemn _ the 
individuals who have made the decisions. 
Whatever rights you have to influence 
public thought, I also have. 

No one who heard me will say that in 
my lecture at the Visitation Academy I 
said one word that could be construed 
as an indictment of Bishop Scarlett, his 
character or his honesty, either as a 
churchman or as a man. I agree with 
you, he is kindly and earnest, and I have 
long looked upon him as my friend. This 
does not obligate me to agree with you 
in the blanket indorsement which your 
editorial gave him, regardless of what 
color of the rainbow his views on pub 
lic matters may take. 

I have considered it my duty to Amer- 
ica to condemn not only Communism, 
Fascism and Nazi-ism, but to condemn 
as well associations controlled in whole 
or in part by Communists, Fascists or 
Nazis. I intend to continue to condemn 
them, and especially when they list pro- 
fessed and known Communists, in addi- 
tien to ministers, Bishops or Government 
officials among their officers or council- 
lors. 

The Post-Dispatch may not think I am 
within my rights when I warn young 
Americans, as I did at the Visitation 
Academy, of the danger of being drawn 
into organizations of Cammunism’s Unit- 
ed Front by the standing of same of the 
highly respectable but unwary tools of 
Communism. 

In spite of any condemnation I may 
receive from any source, I will continue 
to do my duty as my intelligence, guided 
by my conscience, dictates.

WHY USE A BLUNDERBUSS? 

In defending his so-called “fair trade” bill at the 
hearing in Jefferson City, Senator McReynolds said, 
“The small merchant is the backbone of our local 
communities and is entitled to protection.” 

We are willing to go a step further and say that 
the small enterpriser is not only the backbone of 
our local communities but also a vital asset to 
democratic government. We agree, further, that he 
is entitled to protection from predatory competition. 
But we are unalterably opposed to any bill to throttle 
legitimate competition and protect sny distributor, 
big or little, at the expense of the consumer. That 
is why we oppose the McReynolds price-fixing bill. 

If the McReynolds bill were withdrawn and re- 
placed with a bill designed to protect the little mer- 
chant from predatory competition, that would be a 
different matter. The trouble with a resale price 
maintenance law—that is the category in which 
the McReynolds bill falle—or with a “floor-level” 
price law is that it goes too far. While it would 
tend to prevent unfair forms of competition, it is a 
blunderbuss attack which would at the same time 
emasculate fair competition and raise prices to the 
consumer. 

Chairman Brummal of the Missouri Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association said the McReynolds bill is directed 
against the practice of certain merchants in adver- 
tising “loss-leaders” to lure customers into the store. 
If “loss-leader” items are the target, why not go to 
the root of the trouble with a law to forbid the sale 
of articles at a price lower than cost plus freight? 
This would end unfair price advertising, but would 
not prevent the efficient retailer from giving the con- 
sumer the benefit of low merchandising costs. 

It is surprising to see the amount of emotional 
misunderstanding which has arisen in regard to the 
McReynolds bill. Ht is stated, as if it were a point 
at issue, that any manufacturer should have the 
right to set a minimum retail price for his products. 
Every manufacturer has this right in effect already, 
although he may not enter into written price-fixing 
contracts with the retailer. The Post-Dispatch has 
exercised this right for years, and so have the other 
two St. Louis newspapers—both of which incidentally 
have come out in strong opposition to the McReynolds 
bill, Scores of manufacturers of drugs, groceries 
and dry goods items exercise the same right. 

But they control the retail price by exercising the 
natural right to sell goods only to dealers who will 
observe the price set by the manufacturer. The 
McReynolds bill, on the other hand, sets up unnatural 
legal sanctions which would tempt manufacturers 
who are not otherwise inclined to do so to fix prices. 

It permits organized retailers to bring pressure on 
manufacturers to fix retail prices whether they want 
to or not. It takes the responsibility for enforcing 
the fixed price off the manufacturer and places it on 
such elements of the retail trade as are tnterested 
in seeing prices fixed. It gives the retailer sharp 
legal weapons with which to enforce price-fixing. 

It wholly ignores differences in handling costs be- 
tween the more efficient and the less efficient re- 
tailer. The burden of opinion among recognized econ- 
omists is almost unanimously against such a law. 

It would legalize a scale of profits which would 

gouge the consumer unmercifully. In New York, 
for example, the law compels the retailer to take, 
on the articles on which prices are fixed, an average 
gross profit of 35.5 per cent on drugs, 35.3 per cent 
on liquor, 41.2 per cent on books and 38.6 per cent 
on miscellaneous items. In some stores, doing a 
small volume of business, these margins may be nec- 
essary to survival. But never should we pass a law 
to require the collection of such profits by stores 
which do a large enough volume to justify a lower 
profit. 
If the small merchants desire to win public sup- 
port for the elimination of real abuses, let them 
present a law which will not stifle competition, 
penalize the more efficient retailer or unfairly bur- 
den the consumer. Why use a blunderbuss when a 
rapier will serve the purpose better? 
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A MINORITY OF ONE. 

When Justice Brandeis retired from the Supreme 
Court, the country, as with one voice, expressed ap- 
preciation for his distinguished services, esteem for 
his character, proud affection for a career of rare 
unselfishness. 

Now, his colleagues, as is their custom, have paid 
their tribute. One name is missing—that of James 
Clark McReynolds. In this dissent, Justice Mc- 
Reynolds is a minority of one in the court, a 
minority of one, let us believe, in the greater court 
of public opinion.

NO PRIVATE ARMIES FOR AMERICA. 

A disturbing manifestation was the presence of 

uniformed storm troopers at the Madison Square 
Garden meeting of the German-American Bund. 
They took over the functions of police and in. ad- 
dition beat up a spectator who climbed to the stage. 
They hushed up others who voiced dissent with the 
sentiments expressed by the speakers. 
The right of free speech is one.thing; the right 
to set up private armies is an altogether different 
matter. These uniformed men were ostensibly pres- 
ent to maintain order, but 1500 police reserves were 
on hand—“enough to stop a revolution,” according 
to Commissioner Valentine. The abuses to which 
the formation of private armies open the way are 
obvious. Much of Europe’s unrest and bloodshed, 
indeed, has come from the forays of uniformed 
bullies, often without any official status, against citi- 
zens and against each other. 

Freedom of speech, assembly and organization 
would not be involved in checking the rise of pri- 
vate armies in this country. Legislation to head 
them off would have to be carefully drawn, so there 
would be no interference with legitimate uniformed 
groups. But certainly authority should exist to pre- 
vent such usurpation of police duties as took place 
in Madison Square Garden Monday evening. 
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THE PRICE OF MILK. 

Assuming that it is not merely a matter of tem- 
porary price-cutting, designed to put troublesome 
competitors in their place, the reduction which has 
gone into effect on the retail price of milk in St. 
Louis is to be welcomed as encouraging consumption 
of ab essential food. 

If Grade A milk can be sold profitably at 9 or 10 
cents a quart in the groceries of the city, with the 
price of delivered milk adjusted accordingly, well 
and good. Some stores have been selling a half- 
gallon bottle for 18 cents for some time. 


St. Louis is paid for at the rate of approximately 4 
to 44% cents a quart. Government studies show that 
the spread between the price paid the producer and 


the retail price runs from & to 6 cents in most: 


markets. St. Louis, of course, is in the heart of the 
Middle West, an area of low production costs for 
milk. Is there any reason why milk should not be as 
cheap, grade considered, in St. Louis as in any other 
city of equal size in the country? The test of the 
new price level will lie in whether it remains stable, 


or turns out to be only a temporary competitive 
phenomenon. 
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SUGGESTION FOR DR. GRAY. 

Missouri long has been in need of a ballot which 
is secret enough to keep the political bosses from 
discovering who votes how, and yet has a guarded 
identity that could be used to disclose attempts at 
ballot box stuffing. Both the Rozier resolution in 
the Senate and the Gray-Schechter resolution in the 
House propose discontinuing the system of num- 
bering ballots. That, of course, would prevent dis- 
honest election officials from reporting back to 
party bosses on who voted how and thus deal a 
heavy blow to those who have so diligently intimi- 
dated persons on public payrolls. At the same time, 
however, it would buttress the ballot box stuffers’ 
school by leaving no way to determine which was a 
fraudulent ballot and which was not. © 

Members of the Kansas City delegation have been 
pointing out that under the Rozier or the Gray- 
Schechter system there would have been no convic- 
tions in the Kansas City vote fraud cases. 

A valiant but futile effort was made by Repre- 
sentative Claude Arnold to solve the whole ballot prob- 
lem by amending the Gray-Schechter resolution so 
that the numbering safeguard would be retained and 
yet would remain secret. His amendment, which 
failed Tuesday, 48 to 33, under onslaught of the 
Kansas City and St. Louis political machine agents, 
proposed that the number be placed in a corner of the 
ballot and concealed by folding the corner back and 
pasting it down. This same system works very well 
in Colorado but Dr. J. A. Gray of Atchison County, 
one of the sponsors of the resolution, said he was 
against the amendment because he wanted a “real 
secret ballot.” 

There is no doubt about the good intentions of 
Dr. Gray. But, unhappily, the co-sponsor of his 
resolution is Maurice Schechter of St. Louis, who 
also is sponsoring a brazen bill to cripple the St. 
Louis Board of Election Commissioners. 

If the Gray-Schechter resolution goes through as 
it is, and the Election Board is emasculated, Schech- 
ter will have aided the election crooks immeasurably. 
Dr. Gray is not the kind of legislator who wants any 
part in such a defeat for honest voters. He is 
not the kind of man who would want his name at- 
tached to such a measure. He should reconsider 
Representative Arnold’s proposed amendment. 
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DR. KANE’S DEVASTATING LOGIC, 

In a recent speech, Dr. R. Emmet Kane said that 
the pinks are a menace to America. Among the pinks 
he classed Bishop William Scarlett, one of the most 
useful and beloved citizens of St. Louis. Ergo, 
Bishop Scarlett, in the doctor’s opinion, is a menace 
to-America. To this we made mild demurrer and 
expressed the wish that St. Louis had a thousand 
William Scarletts, pink, red, green, blue or all the 
colors of the rainbow. 

Dr. Kane, in today’s letter column, files his answer 
to the demurrer. He draws an analogy between this 
newspaper's war on crooks and his own war on 
Bishop Scarlett’s social and humanitarian views.

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“70 RINGSIDE SEATS.” 

Alderman Joseph B. Schweppe wanted 70 free ring- 
side seats to that boxing match last December be- 
tween Otis Thomas and Two-Ton Tony Galento, so 
the promoter, Larry Atkins, says, and talked rather 
angrily over the phone when Atkins turned down the 
request, 

That was a top fistic attraction, and ringside seats 
were selling at $3.60 apiece, would have run the 
Schweppe concession up to $252. Atkins thought that 
was putting it on too thick. Any dissent? In the 
thundering silence the motion is carried unanimously. 

Now, Aldermen Schweppe is chairman of the City 
Athletic Commission, a board composed of seven 
members of the aldermanic legislative committee. 
And pursuant to an old St. Louis custom, the City 
Athletic Commission last Tuesday called in the local 
impresarios to discuss regulations of boxing and 
wrestling. In the parley, Alderman Schweppe re- 
marked, not once but twice, that “wrestling stinks 
to high heaven.” Even so, the commission was seem- 
ingly prepared to let the malodorous art go on and 
prosper as it may, except that the present gross tax 
of 3 per cent might be raised to 5 per cent, the in- 
crease to apply also to boxing exhibitions. Mention 
was made, too, of requiring the promoter of each 
such show to post a bond of $2500, together with 
registering the date of the performance with the 
commission. 

Promoter Atkins has the quaint notion that the 
commission is getting back at him for refusing 
Schweppe’s request for the 70 ringside seats. And 
all the promoters say the proposed conditions are 
prohibitive and will kill boxing and wrestling in St. 
Louis. Meantime the practice of our elected persons 
in dead-beating their way into public events is pretty 
rancid. And the presumption of carrying a battalion 
of one’s friends in free—70 ringside seats—runs right 
up to Schweppe’s high heaven, right along with 
wrestling. 
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TASK FOR HERCULES. 

Two of Sheriff Fitzsimmons’ deputies have re- 
signed. One, George J. Cronin, had a full-time job 
as a salaried secretary-treasurer of the Taxicab Driv- 
ers’ Union, and another, Patrick J. Burke, had a job 
“doing a little investigating” at “a slight salary” for 
the Milk Wagon Drivers’ Union. The resignations 
were a natural sequence of the revelation that these 
full-time deputies had outside jobs. 

But Sheriff Fitzsimmons says they resigned vol- 
untarily. He should have known of their status long 
ago and he should have fired them then. He says 
they will be replaced some time im the future. Ob- 
viously, the work they did was not so important.

T eee truth about Germany’s power to rain 


| at 10,000 planes, the figure was derided as 


fantastic. The actual truth now can be 
presented. ' 

What follows is the product of the most 
extensive research that has been made by 
anyone outside the military intelligence 
services. 

Here are the facts: At the time of the 
Czech crisis, Hitler had 12,000 military 
planes. Today the fleet is between 16,000 and 
18,000 planes. Of these, 60 per cent are 
fighting planes; 40 per cent are for ob- 
servation, transport, communication and 
training—the normal proportion in any air 
force. 

In September, Germany had three times 
as many planes as Britain, 10 times as many 
as France. Italy had as many planes as 
Britain and France together. Give Russia, 
the enigma, as many planes as Germany 
(a high improbability), and the air equa- 
tion works out with Germany and Italy 
more than a match for Britain, France 
and Russia combined. 

The disparity between the air fighting 
power of Germany and Italy on the one 
hand and Britain and France on the other 
steadily grows greater. Germany is building 
planes at the rate of 1000 a month. Out- 
put will rise 100 each month as new 
factories are completed, until it reaches 
1600 a month before autumn. This stagger- 
ing production is turned out by factories 
which are working only one eight-hour shift 
a day. How many planes a month these 
factories could turn out in three shifts under 
emergency pressure is a matter of conjec- 
ture, but competent authorities have put 
the figure as high as 4000. 

o . ° 

Britain is pouring out money lavishly— 
spending more than Germany on planes— 
and working her factories 24 hours a day, 
under the drive of what amounts to an in- 
dustrial dictatorship. Yet British plane 
production rises but slowly above the 200-a- 
month level it had achieved in late 1938. 
French production cannot much exceed 75 a 
month at present, Under no foreseeable cir- 
cumstances can either country begin to 
catch up with Germany. 

Disparity in numbers of planes means 
more than disparity of army man power 
because the strategy of air warfare is en- 
tirely different. Defending airplanes can- 
not sit in the bomb-proofs of a Maginot line 
and hold off numerically superior invad- 
ers. .Even so, the numbers do not tell the 
whole story of totalitarian might. 

Military authorities estimate that 80 to 
90 per cent of fighting planes will crash 
in the first month of a major war. Ger- 
many’s ability to replace her plane losses is 
the final word in her mastery of the air. 

These are the facts that explain much 
recent history and are likely to explain more 
events yet to be unrolled. Hitler was not 
bluffing at Munich. He had the irresistible 
power 


If the facts are now obtainable, it is be- 
cause Germany wants them known. In- 
deed, it suited Germany to impress the world 
with the swift miracle of her creation of 
an irresistible air arm in the space of three 
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Germany’s crack pursuit plane is a Messer- 
schmitt, a single-motored single-seater, fir- 
ing a .75 in. (20 mm.) -cannon through the 
hollow hub of the propeller and carrying two 
machine guns. This is the plane which, ad- 
mittedly “souped up” for the stunt, set a 
world speed record (for this type of craft) 
of 379 miles per hour, as well as a record 
for cliimb—from field to 9000 feet and back 
in 2 minutes, 5 seconds. England’s best fight- 
ers are comparable to this ship in many re- 
spects. But England has a handful. Ger- 
many had 2000 Messerschmitts in September 
and they still are pouring out of six fac- 
tories. 

The Heinkel works at Oranienburg, near 
Berlin, are the show factory of the German 
industry, This plant is less than two years 
old. It manufactures the Heinkel III, a 
two-engine hjgh-speed bomber (280 miles 
per hour at 13,000 feet), which is capable, 
under safe overload, of carrying a ton of 
bombs 1000 miles, dumping them and re- 
turning to base—or two tons for a propor- 
tionately shorter range. These probably 
are the fastest bombers in European service. 
Germany has, it is estimated, 2500 Heinkel 
IIT’s,

About 400,000 men are employed in the 
German industry—160,000 in building planes, 
the rest in manufacturing motors, propel- 
lers, instruments, armament and parts. Just 
by way of comparison, 36,000 men built 3500 
planes, all types, in the United States in 
1938. 

Air-force personnel in Germany totals 
206,000. Compare this figure with 87,950 
for Britain, 64,650 for France. And remem- 
ber that the number of men needed per 
plane diminishes with the size of the fleet. 
For example, our air-force personnel—army, 
navy and marine corps—numbers 43,800 
men. We have not 4000 military planes. 

Germany takes the air threat seriously. 
Some millions of Germans are enrolled in 
air-defense forces. German preparations 
against air raids are as complete and thor- 
ough as Britain’s are sketchy. 

And what does all this mean? It means 
that Germany, supreme in the air, is su- 
preme in Europe. While experts in the 
democracies were still theorizing about the 
role of an air force, Germany built one that 
left no room for theory. 

Hitler can wage war full of confidence in 
quick and devastating victory. The largest 
number of planes reported over Barcelona in 
a day has been 54. There is an unverifiable 
anecdote that Hitler told Chamberlain he 
was prepared to send over London 50 bomb- 
ers an hour, each with two tons of bombs, 
every hour for 24 hours a day. He could 
have done it. 

France and England might still win a long 
war. But Hitler, with his air supremacy, 
feels that this time there would be no long 
war. Even American help, if offered again, 
could not arrive in time. So long as Britain 
and France cannot match Germany's air 
power, their freedom of action as great 
Powers is definitely in eclipse,

who advocate it are “war mongers.” 
“It declares it to be its purpose 
to establish in America ‘a new 
“Aryan culture and code of ethics.” 
(The code of ethics of rule by force 
and concentration camps, I must 
presume.) 
It advocates the adoption of the 
swastika as an American symbol. 
It demands the right to cherish 
the German language in this En- 
glish-speaking country, and intro- 
duces the Fascist salute—I am 
quoting from their published pro- 
gram—as the “universal salute of 
the gentile people the world over.” 
Although we are to adopt the 
swastika, the salute, abolish democ- 
racy and adopt the leadership prin- 
ciple, we are to avoid “entangling 
alliances.” We are, I gather, not to 
have alliances but a union with the 


axis Powers! 
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The speakers advocated an organ- 
ized boycott of “Aryan” citizens 
against all other American citizens 
not of “Aryan” race. All persons of 
Jewish blood must be ridden out of 
the cultural and economic life of 
America by legislation, according 
to Herr Kunze, the “National Pub- 
lic Relations Director’—American 
for “Propaganda Director,” our own 
Dr. Goebbels. I learned at Madi- 
son Square Garden what I had al- 
ready heard in Berlin, that all of 
our press, our finance, our Govern- 
ment and our cultural life is in the 
hands of Jews and that the Jews 
are Communists. 

I heard the President of the Unit- 
ed States contemptuously referred 
to as Franklin D. Rosenfeld, with 
appreciative laughter and applause 
from the audience. I heard boos 
for the President of the United 
States, and cheers for Hitler. 


This meeting was “protected” by 
the city of New York under a lib- 
eral progressive Mayor, whose name 
was booed by' the organized and 
disciplined audience. 

Two people in the audience of 
19,000 claimed their own constitu- 
tional right to protest. One was a 
young Jew, who leaped to the plat- 
form and was immediately struck 
to the floor by uniformed storm 
troopers. He was badly manhandled. 
The German press says that “it 
was shocking that a Jew should 
have been allowed to get into the 
meeting.” In other words, Mayor 
LaGuardia is reprimanded for not 
seeing to it that only people favor- 
able to Hitler’s program are al- 
lowed to attend a public meeting 
in New York. 

The Nazi press is ballyhooing as 
an “attempted assassination” an ex- 
tremely courageous attempt of a 
single Jewish citizen to protest 
against the grossest and most li- 
belous slanders against his whole 
people. 

The other person who protested 
was myself. I dared to laugh in- 
stead of to applaud. Therewith I 
learned that the right of free as- 
sembly in the United States means 
that the public must agree with the 
speakers; otherwise he will be 
ejected by storm troopers, assisted 
by the New York police ‘of our lib- 
eral Mayor.

Hecht-MacArthur Comedy Play- 
ed in Lively Style by Group 
of Non-Professionals,

HAT tch of journalistic an- 
T actron sms, that progenitor of 
all misconceptions about the 
processes of reporting, “The Front 
Page,” was revived by the Little 
Theater of St. Louis last night and 
gave the non-professional group its 
most rousing success of the season. 
The production, which has both 
direction and scenic setting by Gor- 
don Carter, is one characterized by 
unusually careful casting, excellent 
timing and pace and, according to 
the standards of non-professionals, 
a first-rate kind of acting. It com- 
pares favorably with the stock com- 
pany presentation of the comedy 
that St. Louis saw nine years ago. 


Based on supposed occurrences 
in the press room of the Criminal 
Courts Building in Chichgo on the 
eve of a hanging and showing how 
a star reporter and his managing 
editor try to scoop all the other pa- 
pers in town on the story of the re- 
capture of an escaped criminal— 
the condemned man himself, it is 
noisy, speedy, profane and very 
funny. 

Last night’s audience may have 
needed a few footnotes but was 
laughing virtually every moment. 
And although composed of such 
nice people as are present on Lit- 
tle Theater first nights, it seemed 
not too greatly shocked by the lan- 
guage reporters are supposed to 
use when not pounding typewrit- 
ers. 

Although there are grounds for 
believing that Director Carter 
tamed the play in a few respects, 
his efforts cannot be called censor- 
ship when 43 examples of one fa- 
vorite oath remain, 37 of the run- 
ner-up and some 25 or 30 scattered 
epithets of various sorts are heard. 
Even this count, made during the 
progress of the play, may be some- 
what under the true figures. The 
cussing sounds hig®ly natural and 
ad libitum.

and with it the urge to spring ton- 
ics and changes in foods. The good 
‘old sulphur and molasses tonic has 
passed out a generation ago. We 
now recognize the tonic value of 
foods instead. 

Rhubarb, next to green salads, is 
the best known of food spring ton- 
ics. It contains a fair amount of 
iron and magnesium, and some cal- 
cium and phosphorous in addition 
to vitamin C. 

For best results in cooking, rhu- 
barb should not be peeled, It should 
be washed, cut in cubes and stewed 
in enough water to keep it from 
burning. Sugar may be added while 
it is still hot. In case your family 
objects to stewed rhubarb for 
breakfast you might try some of 
these dishes: 

Rhubarb Betty. 

Two pounds rhubarb, cubed, 

One-half cup water. 

One teaspoon cinnamon, 

Three-fourths cup flour, 

One-half cup shortening. 

One cup sugar. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Place the rhubarb in a casserole. 
Blend the remaining 
and spread over the rhubarb. Bake 
in a moderate oven (375 degrees) 
for one hour. 

Rhubarb Cake. 

One-quarter cup shortening. 

One cup sugar, 

Two tablespoons molasses. 

One cup thick unsweetened rhu- 
barb sauce, 

One teaspoon soda. 

One teaspoon baking powder. 

One teaspoon cloves. 

One teaspoon cinnamon. 

Two cups flour, 

One cup raisins,

LIQUOR CONTROL LAW 


CHANGES PROPOSED 


House Bill Would Substitute 
Old Dramshop Act; License 
Power in Courts. 


Repeal of the present State liquor 
control law and re-enactment of 
most of the provisions of the old 
dramshop law of Missouri as it ex- 
isted before prohibition, with the 
power of granting liquor licenses 
and revoking them exclusively in 


ithe hands of the county courts, is 


proposed in a bill introduced in the 
House today by tive J. 
Arthur Francis of Iron County. 
This measure, which Francis said 
was sponsored only by himeeif, 
would retain the State liquor and 
beer taxes levied under the exist- 
ing Liquor Control] Act and would 
ment for inspection and policing 
purposes. 

The liquor control supervisor 
would be deprived of any author- 
ity over issuance of licenses or dis- 
ciplinary action against liquor deal- 
ers violating the law. Complaints 
would be lodged with and heard by 
the county courts. “This bill wil! 
do away with suspensions for a few 
days,” Francis said. “The pénalty 
for violations would be revocation 
or nothing.” 

The Francis bill proposes a State 
liquor license fee of $200 for six 
months, a county license fee of not 
less than $250 nor more than $400 
for six months, and places no limit 
on the liquor license fee that may 
be imposed by a city or town. 
The present liquor contro] law, 
which provides licensing on an an- 
nual basis, provides a State license 
fee of $300 a year, a county license 
of not to exceed $450 a year, and 
a city license of not to exceed $300 
a year. 


ST, LOUIS FIRM TO TRAIN 
PLANE PILOTS AT KANSAS U. 


Robertson Corporation Gets Con- 
tract; Part of U. S. Plan to 
Drill 20,000 Pilots a Year. 


The Robertson Aircraft Corpora- 
tion, Lambert-St. Louis Field, has 
been given a contract to train air- 
plane pilots at the University of 
Kansas for national defense. This 
is part of the national program to 
train 20,000 pilots annually under 
the supervision of. the Civil Aero- 
nautics Authority. 

Twenty University of Kansas stu- 
dents have been selected by the uni- 
versity as the first class. Courses 
in meteorology and navigation will 
be given by the university, the 
Robertson contract, at $247.50 a 
student, covers flight instruction 
and general flying information. 

Flight instruction will be con- 
ducted at the Lawrence (Kan.) air 
port under the direction of Dan 
Robertson, chief pilot for the Rob- 
ertson Corporation. He will be as- 
sisted by Duke Trowbridge, instruc- 
tor. Cub Sport type planes, with 
low landing speeds, will be fur- 
nished by the Robertson Corpora- 
tion under the contract. 

Each student will receive 17 
hours of dual instruction and 18 
hours solo flying, the total of 35 
hours required for a private pilot’s 
rating. The first class will be 
graduated June 30 and will be fol- 
lowed by succeeding groups of 20 
students,

Preferred stockholders of the Ten- 
nessee Public Service Co, received 
notice yesterday they would receive 
$88.86 a share in the liquidation of 
the electric utility purchased last 
September by TVA and the city of 
Knoxville. 

Approximately 85 per cent of the 
50,000 shares of preferred stock is 
held by National Power & Light 
Co., Tennessee Public Service Hold- 
ing Company and a subsidiary of 
Electric Bond & Share Corpora- 
tion.

EN one has been told that 
he has heart disease—either 
high blood pressure with con- 

sequent heart complications, or an 
attack of heart pang (angina)—or 
when a heart murmur meaning 
valvular disease is discovered in a 
young person, the decision has to 
be made as to how to balance, in 
the future, rest and exercise. 

In any discussion of the sub- 
ject, you hear over and over again 
the statement made in the most 
authoritative tones, “The one abso- 


lutely essential element in treat-' 


ment of heart disease, the one 
sheet anchor of success in its man- 
agement, is rest.” And then, in 
the next breath, the great author- 
ity begins to sing the praises of 
exercises In heart disease. 

It sounds contradictory, but, as a 
matter of fact, it is not necessarily 
s0, because the two things must be 
balanced. The publicity given the 
sudden death of some prominent 
citizen while carrying out any par- 
ticular effort, such as golf, horse- 
back riding or public speaking, ac- 
centuates the belief in the harm 
of exercise in heart disease. But 
as my friend, Dr. Louis F. Bishop 
Jr. of New York, points out, there 
is no special emphasis put on the 
occurrence when a man with heart 
disease dies in bed, where most 
of them do. 

It is well recognized that the aged 
ill should not be kept in bed, but it 
has not been sufficiently appreciat- 
ed that the middle-aged with im- 
paired circulation can also be 
harmed by too prolonged bed rest. 

Two groups of patients with heart 
disease need planned ex- 
ercise. It is manifestly impossible 
to limit very much the young per- 
son who has been found to have a 
heart murmur following an attack 
of inflammatory rheumatism. A 
boy of 12 is going to play baseball, 
and when he hits the ball he is go- 


ing to run to first base as hard as 
he can, and forget—God bless him! 
—all about his murmur. And that 
is just what he should do. Exercise 
‘is just as good for the heart mus- 
cle as for any other muscle in the 
body. Exercise in such a patient 
never causes sudden accident. It is 
good for him and prolongs life. 


The two classes of patients in 
which exercise must be carefully 
supervised are those who, after an 
attack of angina or coronary throm- 
bosis, have had a period of rest and 
now need to be rehabilitated, and, 
|second, those with high blood pres- 
isure and some of its complications. 
| In the first group, graduated ex- 
jercise can be begun in bed first 
with massage, passive movements 
land respiratory exercises, and fol- 
lowing that the resistant exercises 
of the brothers Schott. The Oecertel 
method of exercises consists of 
graded walks carried out to the 
point where any symptoms such as 
breathlessness occur. Beginning on 
a horizontal level, the walks are 
increased gradually with regard to 
distance and incline. 

For ambulatory patients with 
high blood pressure, it is difficult 
to gauge the amount of exercise 
for which the heart muscle has 
capacity. Games with intermittent 
jaction are obviously preferable— 
such as croquet, lawn bowls and 
archery. Golf often falls under the 
head of intermittent but sometimes 
of continuous exercise,

“Vhereas the ex- 
perts have emphasized the sexual 
and emotional aspect: of marriage, 
the’ columnists have consistently 
emphasized the mechanics of co- 
operative living. Whereas the ex- 
perts have talked ebout the “frigid” 
wife, the columnists have described 
the careless housekeeper. While 
the experts discussed the over- 
sexed man, the columnists have 
been concerned with the lazy hus- 
band. Whereas the experts have 
been revealing the meaning of 
dreams, of suppressed desires, of 
the thwarted libido, the columnists 
have been telling wives to be good 
cooks, husbands to give their wives 
an honest allowance, and both to 
act like adults with a job instead 
of like children with a toy balloon. 

In the first few years of my work 
with individuals, P was myself con- 
siderably influenced by the empha- 
sis on the physical aspects of mar- 
riage. However, I have since 
learned that sexual maladjustment 
is one of the less frequent causes of 
unhappy marriages. Moreover, the 
frequency with which this cause is 
a factor can be —ttributed, in many 
instances, directi- to the false em- 
phasis on sex encouraged by the 
pseudo-scientific doctrines of the 
Freudian school. .

My studies indicate that the in- 
timacies of sex are more easily and 
more often mastered than the hun- 
dred and one less private forms of 
behavior which can make or break 
a marriage. In other words, char-

EGULATORS along the Mis- 
R souri-Arkansas line are trying 

to drive Bessie and Tennessee 
Ball and their brother, Allie, from 
their home near the head of Poor 
Holler, on the Arkansas side of the 
line, but the Balls are holding their 
ground. They stand at their door 
with rifles and a double-barreled 
shotgun and defy their neighbors, 
who are careful to keep out of 
range, for the Ball sisters and their 
brothers are dead shots and are 
wont to shoot at the drop of a hat, 
or the drop of anything else. 
Bessie especially. It is her boast 
that she can shoot the whiskers off 
of a man’s face. So far no man of 
Poor Holler or the country round 
about has seen fit to offer his stub- 
ble for a target. They fear that 
Bessie might for once miss her 
aim, possibly by intent, and hit her 
man in the head. 


The Balls and their neighbors, 
whom they call their tormenters, 
are giving a lot of trouble to the 
authorities of Fulton County, on the 
Arkansas side, and Howell County, 
on the Missouri side, and the State 
police, with charges and counter- 
charges, ranging from plain and 
fancy peace disturbance to arson 
and attempted killings. Nobody 
has been killed yet, but Bessie Bell 
says there will be some dead regu- 
lators lying around if they come 
near enough. They may get her, 
but they will have to come in on 
her when she isn’t looking.

Poor Holler heads up in Arkansas 
about four miles south of Leota, 
Mo., at the State line, and runs 
west until it makes into Little 
Creek. It is rightly named, for the 
soil of the hollow and the adjacent 
low ridges is poor and the people 
who live there are poor. The Balls, 
though, are not as poor as the rest. 
Their home is a shack,that is lean- 
ing to a fall, but they have been 
thrifty. They own three farms, 
with an aggregate of 412 acres, 
along the border. They pay their 
taxes and it is their boast that they 
have never been on relief. 

For these reasons, they say, they 
are the envy of their neighbors and 
that is why the regulators are try- 
ing to run them off. 

There are four of the Balls—Bes- 
sie, 52 years old; Tennessee, 67; Al- 
lie, 48, and Dan, 56. None of them 
has ever married. They came to 
Arkansas from Texas County, Mis- 
souri, in November, 1913. As Bes- 
sie says, they have “always been 
poor but self-supportin’.” There is 
a touch of pride in the way she 
says it. They bought a farm on the 
Arkansas side of the line, worked 
hard and saved what their toil 
brought them. 


They got along well enough with 
their neighbors until about three 
years ago, Neighbors say that the 
first riff came when Dan went to 
sparkin’ Martha Hopkins. Bessie 
and Tennessee, it seems, didn’t ap- 
prove of that, although they now 
deny that they interfered, Martha, 
however, turned Dan down and 
married Roy Estes.

One cup pastry flour, 

Two teaspoons baking powder. 

One-third cup granulated sugar. 

One-eighth teaspoon salt. 

One egg. 

One-third cup milk. 

Three tablespoons fat, melted, 

One cup cooked apricots. 

One-third cup brown sugar. 

One teaspoon cinnamon. 

One-fourth teaspoon vanilla. 

One-fourth teaspoon almond ex- 
tract, 

Mix together the flour, baking 
powder, sugar, salt, egg, milk and 
fat. Beat one minute. Pour into a 
shallow greased pan. Spread with 
rest of ingredents, combined.
